Twa Faaple Mortally Woanded Oat Of a 
Family of Five. 

Cincinnati, Dea 23. — On tba Rapid Run 
pike, midway between Warsaw and Delhi, 
tnere atood yesterday a ueat frnuiu cottage, 
occupied by Edward Johnaoii, a colored 
man, hi* wife and three children — tno 
daughters and a son. To-day where ths 
cottage stood is a mass of ruini and bla<'k- 
ene<i timlwrs, from which horriOeil neigli- 
lH)r* t bn morning removed what was at first 
supposed to l>e the oorpaea of thn tlve mem- 
bers of the family.

Tbe lower limb* of both were broken 
aud in the skull of each waa a gaping hole 
from which tht, brain* uosad Tba wife 
waa a miuft of burn* and brulaea, but will 
recover The son waa also terribly burned, 
and bia Ixsly waa covered with contusions, 
but none are of a fatal character. Kdward 
Johnson hiinielf was shooklngly torn, aad 
there is little hope of hi* reoovery. 

To Drs. Davis, of Delhi, and Terrill, of 
ttie aame oity, Johnaon atated that ha aroae 
about 5 this mornliig, built a fire and put a 
number of frosen dynamite oartridgaa near 
the blase to thaw out preparatory to bla*t- 
ing in a quarry near by.
